The Rubber Race Track 


A few months ago. in commenting on Johan Sande’s design for a traveling grand- 
stand. we noted that our Uncle George was working on a rubber race track which 
would work like a treadmill, so that the stands could be built around it like a football 
stadium. What with all this foolishness. we were a little late in getting in touch with 
aman who actually is working on a rubber race track, has taken a patent on it. and 
reports that already he has had inquiries from several racing associations. 

The inventor of this holeproof. weatherproof race track surfacing Paul Deal, 
president of Deala Brassieres. Ine.. in Miami. a solid businessman who isn't kidding. 
This month he is hovering around the Speedway at Indianapolis. Would he. we asked, 
be going to the Kentucky Derby? “No. I used to go to the Derby.” he said. “But I quit 
drinking.” 

Deal’s idea is to make a racing surface of rubber composition. pieced together 
like linoleum blocks. The sections he has had manufactured and tested are 6 by 12 
feet, joined with waterproof rubber cement. The cost per piece would be about $10 to 
$15 in production. he says. “However. it may be made much cheaper by a new theory 
that | have. | am working on an idea that would reduce the cost down to about $5 for 
the same size. This may seem a lot of money. For the years that a thing like this would 
last, it may be smart to use it. in view of the fact that there would be no maintenance. 
It could also be portable. to be used on various tracks.” 

Taking the middle figure of $10 per section. the rubber paving for a race track a 
mile in circumference and averaging about 80 feet in width would cost somewhere 
around $50.000 or $60.000. depending largely upon the additional cost involved in 
assorted sizes of triangles which would get around the turns. Presumably the base 
would be concrete. We forgot to ask Mr. Deal. while we had him on the telephone, 
whether he had invented anything better than concrete. The base. in any case. probably 
would cost more than the surface. The rubber surface itself would be less expensive than 
ordinary dirt and grass tracks. if lower maintenance cost is considered. 

There may be a suspicion that Paul Deal just happened to think of a race track one 
day when he was studying a design for a brassiere. Possibly he did. but among the 
things he has happened to think of are several important items in practical use. among 
them parachutes and aerial targets for the Navy. He is reported to have won some sort 
of manufacturer’s award in competition with 22.000 others. 

Up to now he has not become a salesman for his race track surfacing. but he has 
tested the stuff as a die-cutting block under a 10-ton press about a thousand times a 
week for several years. and he reports that it is still unmarked by the razor edges of 
the dies. The next step would appear to be an experimental strip over which horses 
could be worked at high speed. If the horses say yes. there could be some customers. 

Jumping ahead of the horse-testing stage. it is easy enough to understand the 
advantages Deal already claims for this composition track: minimum maintenance cost, 
fewer injuries to horses. no cancellations because of weather. even surface (no cupping 
out. wet spots. holes, stones. pebbles. or dust). 
face. lower laundry bills. . . . 

To the inventor's list we might add the possibility that metal plates might be 
eliminated. If the horse got by without iron shoes for 50 million years. he ought to be 
able to get around a rubber race course without them. 

Worst thing about the idea is that. if all race tracks were made exactly the same 

ay. trainers would have a much harder time explaining why they didn’t win. There 

are 1.097 ways for a horse to lose a race. but the excuse most frequently given is: 
“He didn’t like the track.” Since most horses don’t win, there soon would be a majority 
opinion against this one. 

Anything of this sort may be regarded with a reasonable amount of tolerant 
skepticism until it has passed the experimental stage. But rubber ought to be an 
improvement on pasteboard, at least.

NEW YORK 

Boston Doge’s balloon, inflated by 10 
straight victories, exploded in the 54th 
running of the Swift Stakes at Belmont 
Park. Hilton A. (Rabbit) Dabson’s 
Nance’s Lad won the 7-furlong feature in 
1:2425 and left Paul Andolino’s previous- 
ly unbeaten sprinter 612 lengths in the 
rear. Separating the winner and the first- 
time loser was Mrs. FE. H. Augustus’ 
Informant. 

Before everybody decides that the slight 
son of The Doge has won his last race, 
let it be stated that there was an excuse 
for him. The track obviously was not to 
his liking. and jockey Eric Guerin said. 
“He labored all the way.” 

The first 5 days of the Belmont meet- 
ing had been rainy. and Saturday’s sun- 
light was warm and welcome. The track. 
which never dries out as fast as sandy 
Aqueduct. was sloppy for the first 2 races 
and then was classified as good. By time 
for the Swift the cocoa-colored oval had 
light-brown patches where the sun had 
been able to bake the topmost layer with- 
out removing the dampness underneath. 

This moisture seems to have been all 
that was necessary for the initial defeat of 
Boston Doge. He did not run with his 
customary zing at any portion of the sprint. 
The chart shows him third all the way. 
The first half of the journey he was about 
> lengths off the leader. He got within 
115 lengths on the end of the bend, then 
fell away to the final margin of defeat. 

Nance’s Lad. on the other hand. seemed 
to delight in the going. Allowed to wait in 
fourth position for the first half-mile. the 
son of the 1943 Swift winner. W. E. Boe- 
ing’s Slide Rule. cut the corner at the 
head of the stretch to save some ground. 
This added yardage was not needed as the 
colt pulled away with every stride in the 
stretch to be an easy winner. 

It was the second time that Nance’s Lad 
had raced against Boston Doge. The pre- 
vious effort was in the 7-furlong Bahamas 
Handicap at Hialeah. That was the only 
other time that Boston Doge had gone as 
far as seven-eighths of a mile. and while 
it resulted in victory. there were anxious 
moments as the Andolino colt had to 
come from behind to beat Nance’s Lad

by a half-length in the last few. strides. 
That was the narrowest margin of victory 
for Boston Doge in his skein of wins and 
was the race jockey John Choquette re- 
ferred to after the Swift when he said. “I 
whipped Nance’s Lad and kept him going 
because I didn’t want to give Boston Doge 
a chance like last time.” 

The defeat was as tough for the favorite- 
followers as for the Andolinos. Boston 
Doge went off odds-on for the tenth time 
in his career but the 1-5 posted was the 
lowest price ever chalked against him. 
The heavy play at that short price 
enabled Nance’s Lad’s followers to collect 
at 13-1. but there were not too many in 
the crowd of 40.368 who cared to bet ei- 
ther for or against the strong favorite. 


New York Gov. Averell Harriman this 
week signed bills implementing The 
Jockey Club’s plan for reorganizing racing 
in New York. The bills will allow The 
Jockey Club to buy up the stock of the 
existing racing associations. form a new 
non-profit association. rebuild Belmont 
Park. and improve Saratoga and either 
Jamaica or Aqueduct. 


A look at the mutuel handle on each 
of the 8 races that day at Belmont shows 
the handle for the Swift exceeded that of 
only 2 races on the card. The stakes 
event. which usually brings in the largest 
wagering pool of the day. was really the 
smallest of the day. The only 2 events 
which did not outdraw the Swift were the 
2 portions of the daily-double. If that sep- 
arate pool is included with the handle 
for those races the Swift sinks to the bot- 
tom position. To a person betting at 
odds-on, the 15 per cent take is lethal. 

Dabson announced that Nance’s Lad 
would be in New York for the Withers 
Stakes on May 21. Andolino’s plans were 
ty go to Garden State Park for the Dela- 
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ware Valley Handicap and then return 
for the Withers as a final step to the 
Preakness. With Nashua and Summer 
Tan also apt to take the mile Withers as 
a bracer between the Derby and Preak- 
ness. that $25.000 event may provide the 
top entertainment of the season. 

TV. Speaking of entertainment 
vokes mention of the fact that the Satur- 
day features for the remainder of the 
spring and summer are to be televised 
and broadcast by the American Broad- 
casting System. The arrangement was 
reached 2 days before the running of the 
Wood Memorial Handicap, but negotia- 
tions had been in progress prior to the 
opening of the season. 

Final arrangements for the television 
series were concluded a few hours after 
the Morning Telegraph appeared on the 
stands with a column by Evan Shipman 
deploring the prospective absence of TV 
coverage of the race between Nashua and 
Summer Tan. Time, mistaking coincidence 
for cause-and-effect, gave Shipman credit 
for prodding the authorities to action. 
Neither of the parties to the negotiation 
knew of the article until after the agree- 
ment was made. The first 2 shows, at 
any rate. were good ones—the Nashua- 
Summer Tan duel in the Wood and the 
first defeat of Boston Doge. 


TOBOGGAN. Belmont had no co-op- 
eration from the elements as it opened 
its golden anniversary meeting of 42 days.

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The NASRC Convention 


Commissioners Get Some Advice 


On Stimulation and Gambling

BALTIMORE 

Some 200 members and guests gathered 
for the 21st annual convention of the Na- 
tional Association of the State Racing 
Commissioners at the Sheraton-Belvedere 
Hotel in Baltimore. April 24-28. Nineteen 
states. Canada. Cuba. and Mexico were 
represented. Conspicuous by their absence 
were delegations from California and New 
York. The latter commission was at home 
awaiting the final outcome of The Jockey 
Club bill to reorganize New York racing. 

There was a great deal of open discus- 
sion, and some old problems were re- 
hashed. After 4 days of deliberation only a 
few minor resolutions were passed. but 
the commissioners had been exposed to a 
lot of ideas. so their time probably was 
well spent. 

The short Monday morning session was 
devoted chiefly to opening formalities. 
Blanchard Randall, Maryland Secretary of 
State. delivered the welcoming address for 
Governor McKeldin. who made a surprise 
visit the next day. Dr. Frank R. Menne. 
NASRC president, then took over the plat- 
form to urge governors of the 26 racing 
states to appoint commissioners to terms 
of at least 6 years in order that they may 
become more fully acquainted with the 
complexities of the sport. Officers’ reports 
and the appointment of a nominating 
committee took up the rest of the morning. 

The afternoon was taken up with com- 
mittee reports. the most significant of 
which dealt with uniform rules and proce- 
dure. William Fitzgerald. Washington. 
speaking for Illinois’ W. S. Miller. key- 
noted this report by saying “probably the 
most difficult single task which confronts 
us is the adoption of a satisfactory rule 
to prevent the use of drugs which might 
affect the racing condition of a_ horse. 
and enforcement of that rule in a manner 
which shall severely punish guilty offend- 
ers... .” Fitzgerald urged uniformity of 
rules governing apprentice 
claiming, and the use of drugs. 

In an open discussion it was the opinion 
of the majority that the rule providing for 
a 25 per cent increase in claiming price 
for a claimed horse should be adopted 
nationally, 

The Miller report was adopted, with 
an amendment that jockey suspensions 
should be based on calendar days, not 
racing days. 
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contracts, 


On Tuesday morning the men turned 
their attention to a panel of turf repre- 
sentatives. 

E. Taylor Chewning. Maryland, gave the 
report of the nominations committee. The 
slate: Wathen Knebelkamp. Kentucky, 
president; Paul Serdar. Illinois. first vice 
president: Emmet J. Kelly. New Hamp- 
shire. second vice president; D. Eldred 
Rinehart. Maryland, third vice president; 
Ben T. Poxson. Colorado, treasurer; and 
Dr. Frank R. Menne, Oregon, chairman 
of the advisory committee. Mrs. A. E. 
Smith. Kentucky. was nominated for re- 
election as secretary and assistant treasur- 
er. All nominees were elected the next day. 

Speakers for Tuesday were Spencer J. 
Drayton. Thoroughbred Racing and Protec- 
tive Bureau; Amory L. Haskell. Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations; Len G. 
Tracy. National Association of Thorough- 
bred Breeders; Goss L. Stryker, Mary- 
land Horse Breeders’ Association; Ira 
Drymon. Thoroughbred Club of America: 
Alex Bower. American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association; Irving Gushen. 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective As- 
sociation; and J. Samuel Perlman. Morn- 
ing Telegraph and Daily Racing Form. 

Most attention was attracted by the 
addresses of Bower and Gushen. Bower 
used the Kater article in Life to emphasize 
racing’s need for professional guidance in 
the field of public relations. He deplored 
the sport’s failure to answer the charges 
straightforwardly and in detail. 

Gushen chided racing for its out-of-date 
rules. saying that the sport operates under 
regulations 30 to 35 years old. He criticized 
the TRA for allowing tradition to stand 
between it and the acceptance of a national 
stewards’ pool. He then asked the NASRC 
to endorse the appointment of stewards by 
The Jockey Club. and concluded by re- 
questing regular examination of racing 
plants—particularly the backstretch. 

Perlman also spoke of the Kater piece: 
“We have never received a specific reply 
to the Kater article. All we have had have 
been generalities and I believe that this 
is a matter that should be brought for- 
ward before the close of this convention. 
If the Kater charges are true in any part, 
these truths should be admitted and steps 
taken to overcome them.” 

Shortly before noon the delegates ad- 
journed for the races at Laurel. The even- 
ing program consisted of cocktails, dinner, 


and dancing arranged by the Morning 
Telegraph and Daily Racing Form. 

Wednesday morning, after the report 
of the committee on illegal practices was 
heard. there followed a joint session with 
the Association of Official Racing 
Chemists. Dr. Edwin L. Dunaway, 
Arkansas. speaking on illegal practices, 
revived the Kater “heresy.” denouncing 
it as a vicious. and slanderous attack. 

Prof. G. H. W. Lucas, retiring president 
of the AORC, reported on the work of 
the chemists. In 1952, 42,711 urine and 
saliva samples were taken from horses 
engaged in racing on the flat; of this 
number. 34 proved positive. In 1953 there 
were 45.741 tests and 33 positives. Last 
year 45.953 samples were taken, and 45 
showed positive reaction. 

On Thursday. as the convention neared 
its final hour. Earl J. Moyer of the resolu- 
tions committee gained approval of 3 
resolutions, the most important of which 
was a plan to commit the proposal for a 
national stewards’ pool to further study. 
In its original presentation, James H. 
Inglis. of Michigan, asked the group to 
“endorse in principle” the stewards’ pool. 
But D. Thomas Testa, Rhode Island. who 
later was joined by Emmet J. Kelly, 
New Hampshire. considered Inglis’ phrase- 
ology binding. After a recess, Inglis. Testa, 
and Kelly returned with a proposal ask- 
ing for the appointment of a committee 
to study the plan and report its findings 
at the 1956 convention. 

The remaining resolutions adopted were 
of minor nature. One conferred an honor- 
ary NASRC life membership upon former 
Massachusetts commissioner Thomas J. 
Beedem. The other accepted Chicago as 
site for next year’s convention. 

Moyer then joined Dr. Menne in asking 
the delegates to give their backing to the 
6-year term of office plan. He also urged 
that serious consideration be given to a 
rule which would entitle an apprentice, 
while in the employ of his contract holder, 
an allowance of 7 pounds until he had 
ridden 100 winners. Moyer said that the 
rule was favorable to the majority and. 
in his opinion, a sound one. 

S. Bryce Wing, speaking for the 
hospitalized Marshall Cassidy. read a 
paper tracing the growth of The Jockey 
Club. Sterling Young and Bert Thomp- 
son spoke for the Jockeys’ Guild. Both 
urged acceptance of the apprentice rule 
and a graduated scale of fees based upon 
purse values. Thompson said that 95 per 
cent of the horsemen were in favor of the 
proposed scale of fees. “Many fail to 
realize that 65 per cent of the jockeys rid- 
ing today do not gross $6.000 a year.” he 
said. 
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Comments from the Speakers 


On Kater, Off-Track Betting 


The following comments are taken from the prepared texts of Alex Bower. 
Spencer Drayton, and Prof. G. H. W. Lucas at the NASRC convention. 


ALEX BOWER 


American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association 


One of the most perplexing problems 
that has arisen in recent months concerns 
the article which appeared in the January 
31 issue of Life magazine under the signa- 
ture of Dr. John Kater. former chief 
scientist. for the Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau. Dr. Kater accused rac- 
ing authorities of not being thorough 
enough in their efforts to control the 
stimulation of race horses. He stated that 
the laboratory methods generally employ- 
ed in connection with saliva and urine 
tests are not precise enough to detect 
some of the drugs which he alleges are 
in fairly common use at race tracks. He 
implied that sincere efforts are not being 
made to detect drugging. 


The accusations themselves have been 
quite disturbing to breeders of Thorough- 
bred horses, but equally disturbing has 
been the fact that Dr. Kater’s charges 
have not been answered straightforwardly 
and in detail by racing authorities. The 
published answers have been directed 
mainly toward attacking Dr. Kater person- 
ally. His article has not been answered to 
the satisfaction of many persons in racing 
and breeding. 

Horse breeders are like the general 
public in that they are not qualified to 
evaluate Dr. Kater’s statements. They are 
not chemists, pharmacologists. or physi- 
ologists. They have no way of knowing 
whether Dr. Kater is right. or wrong. or 
partly right. They have expected spokes- 
men for racing to analyze the Kater article 
and refute it in detail. or to concede that 
some of the present laboratory methods 
might need tightening. and proceed to 
bring about the needed improvements. 

This has not happened. The answers 
that have been made to the Kater article 
have been in general terms. mainly in the 
form of attacks on Dr. Kater, and they 
have appeared mostly in the racing press. 
The public which read the Life article, 
and probably accepted it as fact, has not 
heard racing’s defense. In the absence of 
convincing denial by racing authorities. 
the public may reasonably be expected to 
assume that Dr. Kater’s charges are 
substantially true. 

This lack of adequate response to the 
Kater article points out once more the 
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need for racing to have professional guid- 
ance in the field of public relations. In 
fact. a sound public relations program 
supported by all the various branches of 
racing and breeding could conceivably 
function so well that articles of the Kater 
type would never be published because the 
conditions referred to could not exist. No 
discussion of the philosophy underlying 
will be made at this 


such a program 
time, but the desired results can be 
achieved. 

A veterinary trade journal of wide 


circulation not long ago carried a full- 
page advertisement of a product which the 
manufacturer stated could be used “for 
stimulating animals during undue stress.” 
It is a compound of glucose and ACTH, a 
cortical hormone. It has various uses. For 
example, it can be employed in treating a 
cow with milk fever. But it also could be 
used as a horse stimulant, as anyone could 
infer by reading the advertisement. It is 
manufactured by an ethical firm for use 
by ethical veterinarians. There are no laws 
against it. What about its place in a racing 
stable? According to Dr. Kater. “the 
strange thing about cortical hormones is 
that. as in the case of testosterone. nobody 
in racing has ever flatly decided whether 
they fall into the category of doping or 
not.” 

Maybe a research program should be 
undertaken to determine — specifically 


which of the various hormonal products, 
vitamin injections, thyroid injections, and 
so on, are permissible and may be con- 


sidered as contributing to the welfare of 
an animal. Some of these preparations 
probably are now being used more or less 
furtively, because neither owners nor 
trainers nor veterinarians know which are 
permissible and which are illegal. They 
should not be required to go on in- 
definitely under such conditions. It should 
be possible to resolve the uncertainty and 
ambiguity which now exist. 

Breeders already seem to be the victims 
of testosterone and other hormone prepara- 
tions. which reportedly are being used to 
modify the heat periods of fillies and 
mares in training. Some females are hard 
to train and race when they are in heat. 
Trainers are said to use hormones in try- 
ing to solve the problem. But now a 
number of mares and fillies being received 
at the breeding farms are proving difficult 
to get in foal, presumably because the 
administration of hormones has upset the 
normal functioning ‘of the endocrine 
system. Nobody seems to know whether 
testosterone and similar products are legal 
or illegal, and nobody is sure that such 
preparations are actually useful for solving 
a trainer’s problems. Research could clear 
up these points. 

Maybe such research has been under- 
taken. If it has. the fact should be 
publicized so racing will receive credit for 
tackling the problem. In any case, horse- 
men cannot continued to fumble in the 


dark. 


G. H. W. LUCAS 


Association of Official Racing 
Chemists 


.... It is inevitable that every case of 
illegal drug administration is not detected. 
The number of drugs for which the racing 
chemist must search necessitates that many 
tests be made on small quantities of puri- 
fied material and every effort is made 
to conserve as much drug as possible to 
carry out the necessary confirmatory tests, 
once a lead is established. He cannot, as 
a rule. waste material in search for “hear- 
say drugs.” Even where established 
procedures are used for known drugs, he 
may occasionally fail for various reasons 
and it would be as much folly to say every 
case of illegal drugging is detected as to 
say every criminal act is discovered and 
the guilty party punished. 

Some of the various reasons for failure 
are: 

(A) All horses running on the track are 
not sampled (place and show horses are 
not sampled as regularly as winners). 

(B) Frequently inadequate samples of 
urine or saliva are submitted to the 
chemist. 

(C) The drug may not appear in saliva 
in adequate quantity for detection.

White Skies Destroyed 


W. M. Wickham’s White Skies broke a 
back leg in a freak training accident May 
2 at Belmont Park and had to be destroy- 


ed. Reports said he had stepped in a 


hole during a morning workout. 

The 6-year-old product of Sun Again 
and Milk Dipper was one of the most 
formidable sprinters of recent years. In 4 
seasons of racing for W. M. Wickham he 
won 20) of races. got 8 
and 4 thirds. and earned $246.025. 

He began winning stakes at 3. when he 
took the Pageant and Princeton Handi- 
caps. At 4 he won the TRA Stakes. the 
Interborough. New Rochelle. and Sport 
Page Handicaps. Last year he won the 
Paumonok. Toboggan. Roseben. and Carter

Handicaps. carrying weight as high as 135 
pounds. 

Last fall Wickham decided to retire the 
horse to the stud. When it took longer 
than he had thought to syndicate him, 
Wickham called the deal off and gave the 
horse back to Tommy Root for training.

132 pounds and finished a close third in 
the Paumonok and Toboggan Handicaps.

An irrigation system usually is a sizable 
investment. That the return generally ex- 
ceeds the outlay is indicated by the fact 
that 66 times more irrigation pipe is being 
manufactured today than 8 years ago. The 
effectiveness of irrigation will vary ac- 
cording to the crops being grown and the 
fertility of the soil, but the following ad- 
vantages have been reported by farmers 
and university experimentalists: 


1. Seeds germinate faster. Irrigation 
supplies the necessary moisture, and also 
breaks a hard crust which can be formed 
by a driving rain. While there may be 
enough moisture in the soil to germinate 
seeds, new plants cannot push through 
soil packed by rain. 

2. Quality of crops is improved. Plants 
grow continuously, eliminating one of the 
principal causes of poor quality. 

3. Yield is increased. 

4. Irrigated

earlier, allowing the farmer to market his 
crops sooner. 

5. In a drought year. irrigation may 
save a crop which otherwise would be lost. 

6. An irrigation system can be used to 
apply liquid fertilizer. 

There are other advantages which apply 
to specific crops or specific farms. Sum- 
marized below are reports on the irriga- 
tion of tobacco, pasture. alfalfa. corn, and 
vegetables, 


Tobacco 


In Kentucky and Tennessee the most 
popular use of irrigation today is to in- 
crease the yield and quality of tobacco. 
Most of the figures published on tobacco 
irrigation have stressed the increased yield. 
Russell L. Hunt. tobacco expert for the 
Agricultural Extension Department of the 


University of Kentucky’s College 
Agriculture. says that more important 
than increased yield is the fact that 


irrigated tobacco usually contains 50 per 
cent less nicotine. 

Speaking at a recent irrigation confer- 
ence at the University of Kentucky, Hunt 
said:

cigarettes is declining, and one of the 
principal reasons is that burley has a high 
nicotine content. Cigarette manufacturers 
are trying to produce a cigarette with a 
nicotine content of 2 per cent. The nicotine 
content of most non-irrigated burley in 
recent years has been between 4 and 5 
per cent. It is obvious that not much of 
that tobacco will be used in a 2 per cent 
cigarette. 


“Nicotine content is closely related to 
the growth of the tobacco plant. While 
the plant is growing, the nicotine stays 
low. When the plant stops growing, the 
nicotine content begins to rise. High- 
quality. low-nicotine tobacco should have 
a short growing season—from 70 to 90 
days. Last year some tobacco in Kentucky 
was in the field 138 days. Tobacco which 
is in the field for 138 days has several 
Jong dormant periods, and it. is during 
those dormant peridds that the nicotine 
content becomes excessive. 


“Tests conducted on 10 different farms 
in Shelby County. with an average base of 
about 8 acres. have shown what irrigation 
can do to cut nicotine. The non-irrigated 
tobacco had a nicotine content of from 4 
to 6 per cent; the irrigated tobacco ran 
from 2 to 3 per cent. Also, the quality

of the irrigated tobacco consider- 
ably higher. It averaged about $10 more 
per hundred pounds—$61.84. compared 
to $51.17. The difference in yield varied 
considerably. On one farm the non-irrigat- 
ed tobacco actually yielded a few more 
pounds per acre than the irrigated to- 
bacco. On most of the farms the irrigated 
tobacco yielded more pounds per acre. 
The yield of the irrigated tobacco can be 
increased if more fertilizer is used. but the 
use of large amounts of fertilizer increases 
the nicotine. cancelling one of the big ad- 
vantages of irrigation. 


Was 


“T was interested to notice that between 
95 and 98 per cent of the irrigated to- 
bacco from the Shelby County farms was 
sold to the tobacco companies. most of it 
at the top price. I think this is a very 
good argument for irrigation. The farm- 
er who sells his tobacco to the tobacco 
companies is on sounder footing than the 
farmer who sells to the pool. 

“Irrigation can be a help in raising to- 
bacco almost every year. because we 
seldom get the proper distribution of rain- 
fall. However. I think the following condi- 
tions should be met if tobacco irrigation 
is to be profitable: 


1. There should be enough tobacco in- 
volved to make the job economical. 

2. The right variety should be grown. 
Type Kentucky 41-A is not recommend- 
ed for irrigation. 

3. Rows in the tobacco fields should run 
north and south. This allows the lower 
leaves to dry out faster. 

4. The water source must be free from 
black shank contamination. Farm 
reservoirs are more dependable than 
creeks, but the drainage must be from 
land which has been free of black 
shank. Water from a stream usually 
is safe if it is clear.” 


“Too much irrigation can ruin a_ to- 
bacco crop. A man at Cynthiana. Ky.. told 
me that he had to spend more than $100 
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per acre to pull off suckers because he 
over-irrigated. and I am sure that he used 
a conservative figure. Tobacco should not 
be irrigated more than 3 times—before or 
after setting. when it is knee high. and 
before topping. Irrigation after topping 
usually will result in the loss of lower 
leaves and the growth of suckers. 


“The application at setting time should 
be from one-half to three-quarters of an 
inch. When it is knee high 115 inches 
can be applied. and another 115 to 2 
inches before topping. This is not a 
rigid schedule. In years when we get 
an even distribution of rainfall you won’t 
need that much.” 


The University of Kentucky has kept 
records on irrigated tobacco non- 
irrigated tobacco grown on 69 farms in 
25 counties from 1951 through 1953. The 
averages:

One of the first and one of the largest 
users of irrigation in central Kentucky 
is J. M. Taylor. of Georgetown. Ky.. who 
irrigates about 40 acres of tobacco and 
20 acres of egg plants and green peppers. 
“Since T bought my system in 1950.” he 
said. “my tobacco has averaged about 
400 pounds more to the acre. and my 
price has averaged about 4 cents more 
per pound than tobacco’ grown’ on 
neighboring farms. Of course. some years 
the difference is practically nothing. The 
first year I bought my system I didn’t 
even use it because we had an even 
distribution of rain. Another year I used 
it just once. But in dry years it makes a 
big difference.” 

Since his farm borders Elkhorn Creek. 
Taylor has a ready water supply. “That’s 
the important thing in irrigation,” he 
said. “If you have enough water, there’s 
no doubt that it makes money for you.” 

Taylor has built 3 small dams in Elk- 


horn to help supplement his water supply, 
“I built these as cheaply as possible. Just 
put a bulldozer in the creek to level the 
creek bed, then used the stone from the 
creek bed to build the dams. They have 
to be repaired every year. but it doesn't 
take much time. These dams just cost 
me about $200 each. A concrete dam 
would have cost me $2.500 to $3.000.” 

Taylor has a 6-inch centrifugal pump, 
powered by a 65-horsepower engine. Siy. 
inch pipe is used for the main line, 4-inch 
for the laterals. He operates 2. laterals 
at once. applying one-half inch of water 
per hour. 2 inches per application. His 
sprinkler spacing is 60 feet by 60 feet. 
“When I first started. nobody was spacing 
like that. Now they all are. It gives you 
the best coverage. You don’t have any 
dry spots.” 

Maintenance has been no problem. “The 
only trouble T have had was caused by 


negligence of the handling the 
equipment.” 
Another satisfied user is Thomas D, 


Arkle. of Fayette County. who bought his 
system the first week of July. 1954. He 
used it to irrigate 25 acres of tobacco last 
year. credits irrigation with saving his 
crop. “I really got the system too late 
for perfect results.” Arkle said. “but 
irrigation allowed me to delay cutting my 
tobacco about 3 weeks. Those 3 weeks 
meant the difference between a very poor 
crop and a pretty good crop.” 

Arkle’s farm a creek. and 
his low installation costs of about $40 an 
acre can be traced to his supply of free 
water. He has a 75-horsepower engine 
for his pump and 3.000 feet of irrigation 
pipe. Six-inch pipe is used for the main 
line. 4 and 5-inch for laterals. 

J. M. Harney. of Fayette County. bought 
a small system last year. used it to irrigate 
6 acres of tobacco. and paid for it in one 
summer. Harney bought a 3-inch pump, 
powered by a 20-horsepower engine, and 
used 4-inch pipe. He increased his vield 
from 1.578 pounds per acre to 2,416 
pounds per acre. giving him an increased 
income of $2.891. The total cost of his 
system was slighly less than $2.000. A 
creek is his water source. 

As was pointed out in the first of this 
series (The Blood-Horse of April 23). 
the absence of a creek does not mean that 
costs will be prohibitive. If the Soil Con- 
servation Service approves plans for a 
reservoir. the Government will bear part 
of the costs.

The pastures were irrigated twice in 
1950. 8 times in 1951. and 10 in 1952. The 
only year of normal rainfall was 1950. 
when there was an excess of 2.7 inches. 
All the pastures used in the tests were 
established bluegrass-white clover. 

It should be noted that the best results 
were obtained on plots which were irrigat- 
ed and fertilized. Irrigation will not correct 
soil deficiencies. 

At the University Experiment Station 
Farm in Lexington, tests were conducted 
from 1951-53 ‘on Ky. Fescue-Ladino 
clover pasture. Templeton’s report: 

“The fescue-Ladino clover pasture con- 


sisted of 4 one-acre plots. Each plot was 
grazed with lactating dairy cows on a ‘put 
and take’ basis. Two of the 4 plots were

application. During 1951 one _ irrigated 
plot and one non-irrigated plot received 
100 pounds of nitrogen per acre in 3 
applications. The other plots received no 
nitrogen. The irrigated plots received 7 
applications of water that year. During 
1952) and 1953. all plots 
nitrogen 3 times each year. There were 
9 applications of water during 1952 and 
11 during 1953. Rainfall during each of 
the 3 growing seasons was 4.5 to 5.5 inches 
below normal. Irrigation gave a 3-year 
average increase of 48 per cent TDN (total 
digestible nutrients) and 45.3 
cow-grazing days.” 

Templeton said that at the end of 3 
years of grazing the percentage of bare 
ground in the irrigated plots two- 
tenths of one per cent; in the non-irrigated 
plots the percentage was 5.5. The Ladino 
clover was prominent in the irrigated 
in the non-irrigated plots it had 
almost disappeared. 

The third testing point was Steelway 
Farm in Bourbon County. In 1951 and 
1952 steers were grazed on irrigated and 
non-irrigated bluegrass-white clover pasture 
with the following results:

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Middle Tennessee Experiment Station, J, 
A. Ewing. superintendent of the station, 
and G. E. Zerfoss, agricultural engineer 
for the Tennessee Valley Authority, said 
their tests revealed. “Cows on irrigated 
pasture obtained 41 per cent more grazing, 
produced 43 per cent more milk. and re. 
turned $61.30 more per acre per season,” 

A 5-year study at the University of 
Illinois Experiment Station. at Dixon 
Springs. Il. showed that irrigated pasture 
produced 14 tons more of dry material 
per year than non-irrigated pasture. 

The University of Kentucky’s booklet, 
“Pasture in Kentucky.” lists 4 principal 
benefits of pasture irrigation: 


1. Increases the number of livestock that 
can be produced on a farm without risk 
of overstocking in drought years and 
at periods of the year when pasture 
growth is below normal because of un- 
favorable weather. 

2. Eliminates the hazard of failure of 

grass and legume seedings from lack of 

moisture. with the loss of seed and 
labor, as well as the expected pasturage, 

Guarantees early germination and con- 

tinued rapid growth of fall seedings of 

winter cover crops on rotation crop 
land. 

4. Makes production of 
forage crops for silage or hay during 
periods of dry weather.

Most vegetable crops are 
injured if they go as long as 10 days with- 
out rain. In many sections of the country 
tor 5 such dry periods during the grow- 
ing season are not unusual. Irrigation 
means higher yields. higher quality. and 
harvesting. During last summer's 
drought. the only vegetable crops 
reaching many markets had been irrigated. 

Irrigation often makes it profitable for 
a general farmer to grow vegetables. J. 
M. Taylor. who bought his system for 
tobacco and last year enlarged it to handle 
20 acres of egg plant and peppers. said, 
“T was very well satisfied with the results. 
and I plan to do it again this year.” His 
vegetable fields are adjacent to the creek. 
and are easier to irrigate than his to- 
bacco fields. which are located on higher 
ground. 

Thomas Arkle did not get his system 
soon enough to irrigate vegetables last 
summer. but this summer he plans to 
irrigate 50 acres of tomatoes, corn. beans, 
peppers.

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He has had some obstacles to overcome. 
however. 

“We haven't obtained the results that 
we might have because of water trouble. 
Only one of the institutional farms is 
lecated on a stream large enough to use 
as a irrigation source, We have had to 
build) reservoirs. and we had luck 
with a couple of them. The reservoirs we 
have are not large enough to allow us to 
irrigate as many acres as we would like. 
But even with our problems. our produc- 
tion of potatoes. corn, beans. carrots. and 
other vegetables has increased. and the 
increase has saved Kentucky taxpayers a 
lot of money.” 

Sprinkler irrigation has been used at 
Michigan State College to broaden the 
growing season 3 weeks ahead of the last 
anticipated spring frost and 3° weeks after 
the first killing frost in the fall. The 
procedure is to wet the leaves of the 
plant with a small amount of water. applied 
esa fine spray at the rate of about .1-inch 
per hour, As the water freezes. it gives off 
heat. lowering the plant’s freezing point 
by several degrees. 

Earl Welch. agricultural engineer at 
the University of Kentucky and chairman 
of the irrigation conference. said this type 
of irrigation should be as effective in 
southern states as it has been in Michigan. 

“In Kentucky.” he said. “we often have 
short periods of cold weather late in the 
spring or early in the fall. The weather 
for 2 or 3 weeks after the first frost of 
the season often is quite mild. and ideal 
for vegetable crops. This use of  irriga- 
lion to control frost could) be especially 
profitable in the fall. because it would 
allow later summer planting., Every year 
alot of people lose tomato and bean plants 
because of early frosts. Many of these 
plants are in their peak producing periods 
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ween the first frost comes. That first frost 
may be followed by several weeks of mild 
weather. and those plants would continue 
to bear if we could protect them for one 
or 2 nights.” 

The farmer who prolongs his growing 
(1) he increases 
his yield: and (2) he gets a higher price 
for his produce. Dr. E. M. Emmert. of 
the University of Kentucky's Horticulture 
Department. said. “One of the best chances 
for profit with fruits and vegetables is 
to get crops to market before other grow- 
ers and to keep producing after others 
have stopped. We all know that the prices 
at the beginning and at the end of the 
season are better than those in the middle 
of the season. when the market is flood- 


Alfalfa 


One of the few farmers in Kentucky 
who has attempted to irrigate alfalfa is 
is JL. Helm. of Perryville. about 35 miles 
south of Lexington. Helm has 420 acres. 
including 50 of alfalfa. He has irrigated 
his alfalfa after each cutting for the last 
2 vears. 

“It really has paid off for me.” he said. 
“T have gotten 3 or 4 good cuttings from 
each field each of the last 2 years. My 
vield has been about 6 tons per acre. and 
I also have gotten a lot of grazing. With- 
out irrigation I doubt if IT) would have 
gotten more than one good cutting each 
year.” 

Increased yield is not the only advant- 
vege Helm has obtained from alfalfa irriga- 
tion. “The time it really paid off was in 
August. 1953. when I seeded a 20-acre field 
in alfalfa. It was very dry. and the seed- 
ing would have been a total loss if I had 


reason profits in 2 ways: 


not been able to put on water. As it was. I 
eet 4 cuttings off that field last year. One 
experience like that and you're sold on 
irrigation.” 

Helm applies approximately 2 inches of 
water after each cutting. He now uses 
high-pressure sprinklers (70-75 
pressure) and irrigates 3 acres per setting 
with the use of 2 laterals. The big sprink- 
lers apply water rapidly. about %4-ineh 
an hour. and he has not been troubled 
with runoff. “We used the smaller 
sprinklers the first year.” he said. “but 
we switched to the larger ones last year 
because they can do the same job a lot 
quicker. Of course. we still use the smaller 
sprinklers for seedings. and other crops. 


pounds 


such as tobacco and soy beans.” 

Because he has no stream to draw from, 
Helm has had to build irrigation reservoirs. 
His largest covers 11 acres. When he 
bought his system in 1953 he attempted to 
irrigate the entire farm from this reservoir. 
“T soon decided that it would be cheaper 
to build more reservoirs than to try to 
pump water so far.” he said. “Pumping 
water all the way across the farm, it was 
difficult to maintain an even pressure be- 
cause of the friction loss.” 

Helm now has 2 other reservoirs. one 
of 7 acres. one of 3 acres. The average 
depth of each is approximately 10 feet. 
Harvey Lewis. of Danville (Ky.) office of 
the Soil Conservation Service. advised 
Helm on the location and construction of 
the reservoirs. 

Helm is one of the first) farmers in 
Kentucky to irrigate an entire farm. He 
grows 10 acres of tobacco. but most of 
his farm is in various types of pasture. 


Helm’s comments on pasture irrigation: 

“Until | got irrigation I never tried to 
put up any silage. Never had enough to 
fool with.

SpreeD Rouser (6), SHANNON COMET (9). 


and Swaps—were missing. and only 3 of 
the 9 colts entered. Jean’s Joe. Flying 
Fury. and Honeys Alibi. were considered 
definite Derby starters. 

Royal Mon set the pace for 6 furlongs. 
but he was finished at the top of the 
stretch. Nabesna and Jean’s Joe then 
moved to the front. and Flying Fury start- 
ed to gain. At the sixteenth-pole Jean’s 
Joe took a clear lead. but Flying Fury 
caught him 50 yards from the finish and 
won by a nose. The order of finish be- 
hind the leaders: Nabesna. Honeys Alibi. 
Jett Flame. Prince Noor, Styrunner, Ge- 
merica. and Royal Mon. 

Time for the one mile was 1:38. the 
slowest Derby Trial since 1950. when it 
was run on an off track. More significant 
than the final time was the time for the 
last quarter. 2625 seconds. The morning 
of the Trial Nashua worked a mile in 
1:37°5 and ran the last quarter in 25 
seconds. Galloped an additional quarter.

(D) The time of voiding or collection of 
urine may not be coincident with adequate 
excretion of the drug. 


(E) The excretion of a new drug may 
not be understood until the analyst has an 
opportunity to administer the drug and 
follow its passage through the body of the 
horse. 


(F) Both saliva and urine samples are 
not always collected from the same horse. 

Any failure is greatly magnified and 
gives an opportuntiy to those opposed to 
the sport to whisper that there are drugs 
which defy detection. It must be borne in 
mind that the dissemination of such 
knowledge is lucrative and is the livelihood 
of some individuals. But just as constant 
indulgence in crime usually ends in de- 
tection of the culprit. so will the use of 
any drug for illegal purposes end in dis- 
aster for the person using it... . 


While members of the AORC discuss 
problems freely amongst themselves. ren- 
der service to each other by reporting re- 
sults of researches and investigations. ete.. 
few articles concerning the detection of 
drugs in urine or saliva of race horses or 
racing dogs are published in scientific 
journals. This does not mean that such 
articles would not be accepted by scientific 
journals. The chemists serving racing com- 
missions feel that their work should be 
considered as confidential and that greater 
assistance is rendered racing commission- 
ers by maintaining this attitude. There is 
precedent for such a stand: chemists in 
government laboratories do not consider 
their investigations and results as public 
property. The researches of the racing 
chemists are fully described in the pro- 
ceeding of the association.

Our Babu’s Victory Rounds Out 


A 3-Generation Guineas Series 


Paris, April 2land Tamerlane were most prominent of 


Our Babu. whose Two Thousand Guineas 
victory has confirmed his ranking as last 
years best 2-year-old in England, began 
his 1954 campaign with a victory over his 
paternal half-sister Our Betters in the 
Spring Stakes at Newmarket. His first 
beating was at the hands of another My 
Babu colt. Eubulides. which finished 4 
lengths ahead of him in the sticky going 


for Ascot’s Chesham Stakes. Stormy 
weather at Goodwood again favored 
Eubulides in the Richmond Stakes, in 


which Our Babu was a poor fourth. In 
the Champagne Stakes at York Our Babu 
came with a sustained run to win comfort- 
ably by 2 lengths. and in the Middle Park 
Stakes at Newmarket he battled with the 
greatest courage to beat Hugh Lupus a 
short head. 

First start this year for Our Babu was 
in the Two Thousand Guineas Trial Stakes, 
in which he finished beaten a 
length and a half by Queen Elizabeth's 
Alexander (Alycidon—Open Warfare, by 
Umidwar). rated 14 pounds below him in 
the Free Handicap. Lycidas. another 
Alyeidon colt. was third. 


second. 


In Ireland the top-ranked Hugh Lupus 
also had lost his first race of the season. 
in the Madrid Plate. He was beaten 6 
lengths by Ballymartial. a Court Martial 
colt to which he was conceding 5 pounds. 
Of the high-ranked colts. only Tamerlane 
(Persian Gulf—Eastern) Empress. by 
Nearco) had made a fully satisfactory 
return at 3. winning the Rosebery Stakes 
at Stockton by 6 lengths. 

Meanwhile the leading French candi- 
dates. with one exception. had done well. 
Americ had won the Prix Edmond Blanc. 
Beau Prince II and Soleil Royal had run 
a good race in the Prix Djebel. Klairon 
had won the Prix de la Jonchere. The 
exception was Gladiador. whose very late 
run in the Prix de Fontainebleau had 
netted only third money. 

The 23 colts which started for the Two 
Thousand Guineas did not include Hugh 
Lupus. which injured himself shortly after 
his plane took off from Dublin and had 
to be returned. Starting favorite. at 5-1. 
was Tamerlane. with Our Babu and Beau 
Prince at 13-2. Americ next at 9-1. 

Gladiador got away fastest from the No. 
1 post position, while the horses on the 
outside were led by Flying Story. which 
shared with Hugh Lupus the top weight 
in the Irish Free Handicap. Beau Prince 
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the others. At the half-mile Ballymartial. 
Royal Palm, and Alexander moved up to 
the leaders. but Gladiador repelled all 
attacks until Tamerlane headed him about 
300 yards from the post. 

In the meantime Klairon and Our Babu 
had been gaining rapidly. They caught the 
leader at the last moment. Our Babu win- 
ning by a neck. with Klairon second. a 
head in front of Tamerlane. 

The “devastating” run of Our Babu was 
the most spectacular. since the winner had 
encountered difficulties in finding his 
way among the beaten horses. Jorge de 
Atucha’s Gladiador. son of the sprinter 
Delirium. showed a stout heart by finish- 
ing fourth. within a length of the leaders. 
but the last 200 yards were too much for 
him. Beau Prince and Soleil Royal indicat- 


ed again that they prefer soft going. 
Alexander's disappointing performance 


was accounted for in part by his unfavor- 
able draw.

Prospective runners 
in the Ascot Gold Cup are being sorted out 
in trials in France. England. and Italy, 
Last year’s winner. Marcel Boussac’s 
Elpenor (Owen Tudor—Liberation. 
*Bahram) was favorite in the 17<-mile 
Prix de Lutece at Longchamp April 17, 
but despite a good finish. he was beaten a 
length and a half by 2 horses which had 
had earlier races this year, the 4-year-old 
Ranchiquito — (Foxlight—Rancune. __ by 
Cavaliere d’Arpino). winner of La Coupe 
over the same course last year. and Prince 
Rouge (Rouge et Noir—Carioca, by 
Astrophel). the 1954 Prix Hocquart win. 
ner. 

The 4-year-old Estremadur (Djebel— 
Astronomie. by Asterus). another Bous- 
sac candidate. made a waiting race in the 
184-mile Prix Simonian at St. Cloud April 
18. moved a trifle late, and lost by a 
head to the 6-year-old gelding Frascati 
(Caldarium—Savory. by La Farina). a 
hurdle racer of note. 

Baron Guy de Rothschild’s 4-year-old 
Yorick (Sunny Boy—Lady Macbeth. by 
Teleferique). the 1954 Jockey Club Cup 
winner, was more fortunate in the Prix 
Edgard Gillois. 2°¢ miles. at Le Tremblay 
April 20. winning by a neck from a moder- 
ate gelding after a long struggle. 

The Prix Jean Prat for 4-year-olds and 
upwards. 142 miles. at Longchamp April 
24. was expected to test the stamina of 
last year’s best 3-year-old. Sica Boy. which 
had finished third in the Prix Ganay in 
his first start at 4. but Prince Rouge made 
a very slow pace and was able to repel 
Sica Boy’s attack in the straight. This 
strategy accounted for Sica Boy. but not 
for Banassa (Un Gaillard—Fatou Gaye. 
by Fair Copy); the 5-year-old mare won 
in a powerful finish. 

In England the leading Cup horse is 
Lord Derby’s 4-year-old Entente Cordiale 
(Djebel—Herringbone. by King Salmon). 
by a Two Thousand Guineas winner out 
of a St. Leger winner. After 3 victories 
over 114 and 1°84 miles in his 10 starts last 
vear. the colt now has won 3 > successive 
races. the 15¢-mile Knowsley Stakes at 
Liverpool. the 114-mile John Porter Stakes 
at Newbury. and the 1%4-mile Paradise 
Stakes at Hurst Park. 

In Italy the 4-year-old Botticelli (Blue 
Peter—Buonamica. by Niccolo dell’Arca). 
last year’s champion, got an unimpressive 
victory in his first start. in the Triennale 
over 114 miles at Milan. but a few days 
later. over the same course, he showed 
excellent form in beating the 5-year-old 
Alberigo.

A Pioneer’s Recollections; 


Chop Chop’s Second Award

ToRONTO 

R. James Speers. affable 71-year-old 
western Canada racing pioneer whose only 
apparent concession to his advancing years 
is the cane he carries. estimates he was 
the only racing official who ever paid 
“get-away money to a tout. 

Speaking at the Thoroughbred of Canada 
magazine’s second annual Sire of the 
Year dinner April 26 at Toronto’s Royal 
York Hotel, where E. P. Taylor’s Chop 
Chop was honored for the second straight 
year. Speers went back over the early days 
of racing on the Canadian Prairies. He re- 
called a time in the early 1920’s when he 
was operating Old River Park in Winni- 
peg. 

“Some Chicago touts had moved in and 
while I didn’t want them around, they 
made no bones about their intentions. 
One. the ringleader. came and asked if 
I'd permit him the run of the plant until 
such time as he and his associates had 
made rail fare home. 

“IT told him I'd pay his fare if he’d 
leave immediately. He took my $55, with 
surprising gratitude as I recall, and left. 
Some time later, at the opening of Sun- 
shine Park in Florida. I believe, friends of 
mine there told me the gamblers and touts 
were talking about me. They suggested 
I'd better look sharp and stay clear of 
what appeared on the surface to be menac- 
ing intentions. 

“Upon investigation it turned out I was 
a hero with them. I was the only track 
official they'd ever come across who paid 
touts get-away money. They thought | 
was wonderful.” 

An Ontario-born lad who at 18 went to 
western Canada on a harvester’s rail ticket 
in 1902. Speers recalled the days back in 
1924 when Whittier Park was being built 
in Winnipeg and racing was still going 
on at the nearby River track. Backers 
had withdrawn and his credit was near 
the breaking point. 

“The real test came one day when we 
had to have a $10,000 payroll met by noon. 
I told the superintendent to hold the men 
and pay them 31% hours overtime. I’d pay 
up at 3:30 in the afternoon. 

“In those days. our mutuel windows 
were holes cut in a fence at River Park. 
but that day we parked a vehicle in behind 
and. as the money became available. I 
shipped it back to the Whittier construc- 
tion gangs and the superintendent paid 
off. counting from the pile of one dollar 
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bills | was sending back. It was close but 
the new park got built.” 

The depression was a help, Speers said. 
to the western Canada breeding industry, 
although a severe blow to the sport gen- 
erally. 

“Td tried without much success to start 
a breeding farm and in 1931, with $1,500 
in my pocket, I headed for Kentucky to 
find a good sire. A sale was about to start 
when I arrived so I went in for a look. 
Bidding started off in the $60 neighbor- 
hood, which was the only neighborhood 
anyone could be found in in those days. 
Bargains all over the place. A Fair Play 
went for something like $75 or $85. I lost 
my head and bid away until I wound up 
with 27 head for $6.000. I told the sale 


chairman my _ predicament and_ he 
graciously trusted me for the $4,500 


difference.” 

Those horses Speers brought back from 
Kentucky represented the first good blood- 
lines to appear on the Prairies, and today’s 
racing there is the better for that early 
expedition, 

Speers paid high tribute to Taylor. 
owner of the sire in whose honor the 
evening was set up. He called Taylor 
“Canada’s Mr. Racing.” a title few in the 
dinner gathering of some 100 would 


dispute. Speers hoped racing in western 
Canada would keep pace with the strides 
being made in the province of Ontario, 
where at Toronto the new $10,000,000 New 
Woodbine Park is scheduled to open for 
the 1956 season. 

Taylor. accepting the Sire of the Year 
plaque from publisher L. W. Ruby, said 
the quality of horse racing in Ontario has 
been steadily improving. 

“This. I believe. is a direct result of 
the improvement in purse distribution that 
has taken place in recent years and the 
hopes that have been justifiably raised for 
the future.” 

He noted that in 1944 the over-all purse 
distribution in the province was $726.. 
000, in 1949 it was $1,640,000, and in 1954 
it was $2.493,000. The average purse per 
race was $1.035 in 1944, $1,426 in 1949, 
and $1.877 last year. 

“To compensate our owners and breed- 
ers for their out-of-pocket expenses the 
average purse will have to be raised to 
$4.000 against a probable $2,000 this year. 
This is the aim and objective of the 
directors of The Ontario Jockey Club over 
the next 5 years. It will require that our 
patronage also double in this period. I am 
confident that with the wonderful new 
facilities in full operation, our dreams 
will come true.”

Diagnostic Note 


(From Dr. Joseph U. Bonanno. 
New York.) 

I read with interest Dr. Robert C. 
Austin’s article on the dangers of anti- 
biotic therapy. in the April 16 issue of 
The Blood-Horse. In the case history he 
presents a diagnostic and therapeutic 
problem. 

Dr. Austin’s warning on the indiscrimin- 
ate use of Terramycin and Aureomycin 
is well taken; however. their value. when 
used properly. in many cases has been 
life-saving. 

Although the case report appears to be 
incomplete as to the laboratory tests if 
any. and the treatment outside of the use 
of Terramycin intravenously, I am inclined 
to agree with the veterinarian’s diagnosis 
of equine influenza. The gastro-enteritis 
could very well be part of the picture in 
this case. However. I personally believe 
from reading this report that the horse 
died of dehydration and salt depletion. 

Severe diarrhea may cause excessive loss 
of sodium. with resulting loss of appetite. 
weakness. acidosis. decrease in blood 
volume. dehydration. rise in temperature. 
increased heart action. negative protein 
balance. coma. and death, 

It would be interesting to know if a 
CO. combining power. or a blood chloride. 
or better still a urine chloride determina- 
tion had been done. The urine chloride 
determination in conjunction with the 
specific gravity gives. in my opinion, a 
better idea of the salt depletion that may 
be present. 

The judicious use of glucose and saline 
intravenously or by clysis is often life- 
saving in these cases. 


McCarthy's Charger 
(From Neil S. McCarthy, Los Angeles) 


It was pleasing to read the nice cover- 
age you gave *Bell O Shandon after her 
wins in the Golden Gate Oaks and the 
Richmond Handicap at Golden Gate 
Fields. 

I would like to correct a statement in 
the last paragraph of the comment on the 
Golden Gate Oaks Handicap wherein it is 
stated, “*Royal Charger. which McCarthy 
helped buy for an American syndicate in 
1953, ete.” I bought *Royal Charger my- 
self. and I. myself. paid the original in- 
stallment of $100.000 at the time of the 
confirmation of the purchase. At the time 
| purchased the horse I had not decided 
whether to keep him in California and 
take in as partners with me Mr. Louis B. 
Mayer. and another. or to send him to 
Kentucky to Mr. Leslie Combs. I felt 
*Roval Charger would have a_ better 
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opportunity in Kentucky and as a con- 
sequence let some of my friends have a 
half-interest in the horse. and I let Mr. 
Combs distribute the remaining half 
interest among some of his friends. I then 
turned over the horse to this group at his 
actual cost. and without any profit. I had 
always liked *Royal Charger and had 
tried to buy him for more than a year 
prior to the time I actually purchased 
him. | am. I think, justifiably proud of 
having purchased the horse and brought 
him to the United States. and consequently 
like to have the record kept clear that 
it was I. personally, who originally bought 
the horse. 

In the article under the Golden Gate 
Oaks Handicap it is stated. “in the 1953 
Doncaster September sales. P. J. Prender- 
gast. acting for Neil S. McCarthy. etc.” 
This filly was purchased at the Ballsbridge 
September sales in Dublin, and not at 
Doncaster. She was bred and raised in 
Ireland and purchased there for me by 
Mr. Prendergast, who is a very good judge 
of yearlings. as *Bell O Shandon has 
demonstrated. 


A Better Reason 
(From Frank Ortell, New York) 


In a recent issue of The Blood-Horse I 
had written that the reason trainer Tommy 
Root took Simmy out of the Florida Derby 
and shipped him North with White Skies 
was that he had been “miffed” because 
Gulfstream Park had called off the Winter- 
land Handicap, for which White Skies had 
been pointing. The race was canceled be- 
cause only 2 other horses were entered. 

Well. I have since talked with Root and 
he says I pulled a “booboo,” and_ this 
letter is by way of apologizing. . . . Root 
said the reason he withdrew Simmy from 
the Florida Derby was that the colt had 
not done enough in training to go over a 
distance, and felt it wise to point him for 
his engagements up the line. “I have no 
quarrels with Gulfstream,” he said.
